GROWING  PAINS. 

When  Johnnie  complains  of  pains 
in  his  legs,  mother  tells  him  that  he 
is  suffering  from  growing  pains.  This 
school  is  suffering  from  growing 
pains.  Classes  are  crowded  to  over- 
tlowing,  the  recitation  rooms  are  ful- 
ly utilized,  the  dormitories  are 
crowded,  the  servtints  have  scarcely 
room  to  carry  the  constant  stream  of 
victuals  en  the  way  to  transforma- 
tion into  flesh  and  red  blood. 

Biology  teaches  us  that  an 
organism  has  certain  periods 
of  rapid  growth.  Such  times 
are  perhaps  not  more  val- 
uable to  the  individual  than  times 
of  rest  and  hibernation,  but  there 
comes  at  the  times  of  rapid  growth  a 
feeling  of  content,  or  exhilaration 
which  is  not  found  in  the  equally  use- 
ful, but  prosaic,  times  of  preparation. 
Our  school  is  launched  on  a  time  of 
growth  which  puts  the  teaching 
corps  on  the  rack,  but     leaves     the 


pleasant  impression  that  "The  world 
does  move." 

Students  of  mechanics  tell  us  that 
an  engine  does  best  when  doing  its 
full  work.  Certainly  a  school  works 
best  when  supplied  with  a  full  quota 
of  students.  Ljider  these  conditions 
the  teachers  can  turn  their  attention 
to  getting  work  out  of  their  pupils, 
devoting  their  thought  to  the  wel- 
fare of  those  entrusted  to  their 
care,  instead  of  meri'ly  keeping  their 
charges  in  a  good  humor  regardless 
of  tlie  quality  of  work  which  the 
students  are  turning  out.  We  teach- 
ers have  occasion  for  thankfulness 
that  our  undivided  attention  may  be 
turned  to  securing  the  best  return 
from  the  raw  material  which  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  has  placed  in 
trust  in  our  hands.  AVe  are  working 
with  the  most  precious  material  with 
which  any  human  workman  has  to 
deal  and  we  should  take  a  greater 
joy  in  our  work  than  any  artist  takes 
in  the  statue  which  he  turns  out  of 
the  marble.  Let  us  see  that  the 
temples  which  we  are  building  are 
worthy  dwelling  places  of  the  spirits 
which  we  are  training  within. 


PHYSICAL  CULTURE.

AVe  hope  to  see  the 
girls  take  that  active  interest  in  ath- 
letic sports  and  exercises  which  is 
developing  among  the  boys  and  see 
our  ideal  of  the  Indiana  girl  come 
closer  to  the  type  of  girl  who  can 
take  up  the  exhausting  labor  of  the 
teacher.

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THE  GROWTH  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  fall  tci-m  ;il  Iii(Ii;iiia  Xonnal 
opened  ^\illl  llie  largest  ciircillineiit 
for  any  sinijle  term  in  the  history  of 
the  school.  Tliis  phrase,  so  often 
used  to  describe  the  ji^rowth  of  a 
sclioo],  ^ve  expect  to  repeat  with  (»n- 
tire  truthfulness  and  j^roper  pride, 
not  only  at  the  openinor  of  each  year, 
hut  also  at  the  hesinning  of  each 
successive  term.  Dr.  Anient,  in  anti- 
cipation of  this  influx  of  students, 
rented  two  cottages,  which  will  ac- 
connnodate  aliout  thirty  girls.  IMisses 
]Moore  and  Cheesehrough  have 
charge  of  one,  and  IMisses  Sherrill 
and  Purdie  of  the  other.  Another 
eottag(;  was  purchased  for  the  use  of 
some  faculty  members.  Even  with 
this  provision,  the  dormitories  are 
filled,  and  some  girls  are  being  room- 
ed near  the  campus  where  they  can 
board  in  the  school  dining  room. 
Still  IMiss  Leonard  is  turning  away 
many  who  wish  rooms  in  Sutton  Hall. 
The 'present  enrollment  is  689.  480 
of  whom  board  in  the  dining  hall.

Miss 
Edith  Purdie,  the  new  assistant  in 
Latin  and  German,  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Michigan.  Miss 
Edith  Estes,  who  holds  the  position 


of  physical  director  for  the  girls,  is 
a  graduate  of  New  Haven  Normal 
School  of  Gymnastics,  and  has  had 
experience  as  teacher  in  the  New 
Haven  public  schools,  and  in  the 
City  Young  Women's  Christian  As- 
sociation of  Iloboken,  N.  J.  Miss  Nan 
Neel,  assistant  in  English,  and  I\[i.ss 
Selma  Konold,-  assistant  librarian, 
are  graduates  of  Indiana  Normal.  Mr. 
Wm.  F.  Smith,  who  is  reg- 
istrar, is  a  graduate  of  the 
commercial  department  of  In- 
diana. IMiss  Sophia  Noble,  a 
graduate  of  Pratt  Institute  of  N.  Y., 
assists  in  the  art  department  and 
takes  work  as  a  Normal  student  also. 
These  additional  teachers,  all  of 
whom  are  well  prepared,  not  only 
make  it  possible  to  offer  more  classes 
but  also  bring  new^  life  into  the  work 
of  the  school.  The  student  body, 
and  the  ''old"  members  of  the  facul- 
ty, thru  the  Herald,  extend  them  a 
hearty  welcome.

THE  MODEL  SCHOOL. 

The  ]\Iodel  School  opened  for  the 
fall  term  Wednesday,  September  the 
sixteenth.  The  attendance  is  unus- 
ually good  and  both  the  children  and 
teachers  are  entering  upon  the  work 
of  the  year  with  great  enthusiasm. 

Fifty-nine  members  of  the  Senior 
class  are  teaching  in  the  Model 
School.  To  most  of  them  this  is  the 
initial  experience  of  their  profession- 
al career. 

The  ninth  grade  numbers  twenty- 
four  members.  Some  changes  have 
recently  been  made  in  the  curricu- 
lum by  which  the  course  of  study  this 
year  is  made  more  interesting  and 
profitable  than  formerly.  The  ninth 
year  corresponds  to  the  first  year  in 
High  School  and  the  studies  which 
will  be  pursued  are  English,  Latin, 
Algebra,  Arithmetic  and  English  His- 
tory. Seniors  to  whom  will  be  as- 
signed the  work  of  teaching  these 
subjects  will  gain  .  an  experience 
which  will  prove  very  helpful  to 
them  later  in  High  School  or  advanc- 
ed grade  work. 

Miss  Estes,  instructor  in  Physical 
Culture,  has  begun  her  work  with 
the  children.  She  gives  two  periods 
each  day  to  the  Model  School  and 
they  are  periods  to  which  the  child- 
ren look  forward  with  keen  enjoy- 
ment. The  work  thus  far  has  been 
carried  on  in  the  open  air.  When 
the  weather  no  longer  permits  this. 
Recreation  Hall  will  probably  be 
used. 

As  soon  as  the  cases  for  its  recep- 
tion are  completed  the  Model  School 
will  receive  from  the  Philadelphia 
Museums  a  geographical  collection 
which  will  afford  excellent  material 
for  the  use  of  the  geography  classes, 
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The  collection  is  a  very  fine  one  and 
is  presented  to  the  school  through 
Senator  Fisher,  ^vho  very  kindly  in- 
terested himself  in  securing  it  for 
the  department. 


The  large  number  of  new  students 
earnest,  industrious  and  showing  un- 
usual interest,  promises  much  for  the 
new  year  at  Indiana  Normal.

During  the  vacation,  our  work  in 
four  entries  at  the  County  Fair  drew 
four  premiums-^Original  Design 
(Sofa  Cushions).  Industrial  Draw- 
ings, Pencil  Work,  and  Water  Colors. 

The  Art  Department  one  year  ago. 
a  small  branch  under  the  direction  of 
the  Manual  Training  teacher,  has  left 
its  "  low  vaulted-past, ' '  and  now  de- 
mands the  entire  time  of  one  teach- 
er and  all  that  can  be  given  by  an  as- 
sistant. The  old  room,  seating  twen- 
ty-nine, is  entirely  too  small ;  and.  in 
addition  to  it,  the  Manual  Training 
room  is  being  mit  in  order  to  accom- 
modate the  large  number  of  stud- 
ents in  each  of  the  four  classes  of  the 
regular  course. 

The  eis'ht  o'clock  class  numbered 
seventv-five.  the  first  week.  Fifteen 
were  placed  in  another  class,  but  it 
has  again  increased  to  seventy-three. 

The  Supervisors'  Class  numbers 
thirteen  in  addition  to  the  Students 
in  Advanced  Drawing.  Three  per- 
iods in  the  afternoon  are  devoted  to 
studio  work  under  the  direction  of 
Tiliss  S.  Holly  Noble  of  Pratt  Insti- 
tute, Brooklyn,  New  York. 


CONSERVATORY  NOTES. 

Our  ]\Iusic  school  opens  with  an 
unprecedented  registration.  New  pi- 
anos have  been  added  and  provisions 
made  for  more  practice  rooms. 

There  is  a  large  class  taking  the 
Public  School  Music  Course.  This  is 
one  of  the  few  schools  of  the  country 
that  provides  a  thorough  course  of 
training  for  the  supervisor  and  grade 
teacher.  The  best  of  teachers,  thor- 
oughness in  presenting  methods,  crit- 
ical supervision,  and  practice  teach- 
ing in  a  superior  training  school,  a 
beautiful  school  home,  extensive  li- 
brary and  reading  room  with  the 
leading  periodicals — all  these  and 
much  more  is  for  the  student  who 
elects  to  come  here  for  this  course. 
There  is  a  great  demand  for  the  com- 
bination of  supervisor  of  music  and 
drawing  and  no  school  offers  a  bet- 
tor course  in  the  latter  subject  than 
ours. 

The  Choral  Society  Avill  study  this 
year  Mendelssohn's  "Elijah,"  Gaul's 
"Joan  of  Arc."  Villier  Stanford's 
"Phaudrig  Chrohoore"  and  several 
lighter  choruses.  One  concert  will 
be  given  near  the  holidays  and  the 
annual  ]\[usical  Festival  will  close 
the  season's  work. 

A  comic  opera,  presumably  Arthur 
Sullivan's  "Pirates  of  Penzance," 
will  be  staged  if  possible  this  term. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  the  mu- 
sical culture  of  the  students  other 
than  their  regular  lessons.  Dr. 
Anient  has  filled  the  corridors  with 
replicas  of  sculjiture  and  paintings 
which  by  their  silent  influence  stim- 
ulate the  imagination.  Without  im- 
agination no  perfection  in  art  is  pos- 
sible.
